A  Little  Theater  is  being  built 
with  portable  platforms  which 
by  their  arrangement  permits 
representationat  or  convention¬ 
al  procenium  style  productions. 
It  is  also  adaptable  for  theater- 
in-thc-round  or  central  staging. 

On  the  other  side,  the  former 
gym  has  been  split  into  two 
levels  three-fourths  of  the  way 
back.  On  the  upper  level,  there 
will  be  a  forensic  classroom. 

Classrooms  Arc  Being  Buill 

Immediately  adjacent  to  the 
forensic  room  will  be  a  double 
classroom  with  a  window  and 
door  between  them.  These 
rooms  will  serve  as  radio  pro¬ 
duction  and  speech  classrooms. 

Next  to  this,  a  full  room  will 
provide  a  large  space  for  scene 
building  and  painting.  Below 
the  classrooms,  there  will  be 
an  adequate  space  for  storage 
of  scenery  and  properties. 

At  the  side  of  the  Little  Thea¬ 
ter  wi'l  be  a  large  room  used 
for  costume  storage.  Special 
cabinets  and  clothes  racks  will 
provide  for  these  facilities.

Board  of  Regents 
Makes  Fee  Raise; 
Hires  Instructors 

The  College  Board  of  Regents 
met  Friday,  June  26,  and  dur¬ 
ing  the  order  of  business  advo¬ 
cated.  a  slight  change  in  stu¬ 
dent  fees  and  the  employment 
of  four  new  faculty  members. 

The  board  recommended  the 
fee  for  all  students  to  be 
changed  from  $45  to  $50  a 
semester.  Room  and  board  per 
semester  wi'l  be  $214  in  the  old 
Quad  and  $220  in  the  new  Quad. 

Room  and  board  in  Residence 
Hall  and  Freshman  Hall  will 
be  $226.  These  rates  are  sub¬ 
ject  to  a  $10  discount  if  paid  in 
full  at  registration.  Board  will 
be  $166  for  three  meals  a  day 
and  $148.50  for  two  meals  a  day. 
Board  rates  are  subject  to  a  $5 
discount  if  paid  in  full.

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Beginning  Swimming  Class  Is 
Important  Part  of  Curriculum 


Beginning  Swimmers  Flutter  Kick

Can  you  swim?  If  you  can, 
this  article  probably  will  not 
interest  you.  On  the  other  hand, 
if  you  cannot  swim  and  if  you 
want  to  learn,  here  is  the 
secret:  Before  your  College 
days  slip  by.  enroll  in  Beginning 
Swimming. 

This  course,  objectively 
speaking,  is  designed  to  teach 
each  individual  to  swim  to  some 
degree  of  success.  It  gives  each 
College  student  the  opportunity 
to  learn  to  participate  in  the 
sport  that  excels  all  others  in 
over-all  muscle  exercise. 

In  all  probability,  one’s  first 
reaction  after  reading  this  far, 
is  “It’s  too  late  for  me  to  learn 
to  swim.”  Before  you  convince 
yourself,  take  a  stroll  down  to 
the  College  swimming  pool  in 
the  old  gymnasium  on  Monday, 
Wednesday,  or  Friday  at  11:00. 

It  Takes  Time 

As  you  enter  the  door  to  the 
pool,  you  will  see  twenty-two 
human  forms  engaged  in  the 
art  of  swimming.  They  couldn’t 
swim  five  weeks  ago.  They  did 
not  learn  to  sw'im  overnight, 
however.  It  wasn’t  expected  of 
them  either. 

They  began  by  becoming  ac¬ 
customed  to  the  water  through 
wading.  Breath  control  with 
the  face  submerged  prefaced 
the  fundamental  jelly  fish  float 
and  rudimentary  kicking  exer¬ 
cises. 

Special  floating  boards,  which 
allow  the  swimmer  to  kick  him¬ 
self  through  the  water,  helped 
develop  the  flutter  kick  and 
then  the  students  were  taught 
how  to  side  stroke  while  using 
the  scissor  kick. 

Then  Go  to  the  Deeper  End 

Before  beginning  the  deep 
water  work,  the  swimmers 
practiced  the  back  float  and 
the  back  stroke.  Then,  upon  en¬ 
tering  the  deeper  end,  they 
learned  to  tread  water.  Now, 
many  of  the  swimmers  are 
swimming  the  length  of  the 
pool  while  using  the  basic 
strokes. 

Contrary  to  the  wild  imag¬ 
inings  of  those  who  fear  the 
water,  there  have  been  no 
drownings  this  summer,  or  any 
previous  semester.  The  reason 
centers  around  the  capable 
head  swimming  instructor, 
Coach  Marion  Moss,  and  his 
able  student  assistants.  Dale 
Cramer  and  Ken  Lein. 

If  you  decide  to  enroll  in  this 
course  some  semester,  you  will 
find  only  one  requirement:  To 
pass  the  course — learn  to  swim.
